THE organisers of 
the Cowbridge 
Festival of Food 
and Drink have 
said that they were 
pleased with this 
year’s event - 
despite the likeli¬ 
hood that it will 
make a small loss. 

It was the festival’s 
10th anniversary, and it 
had to deal with a prob¬ 
lem that had never sur¬ 
faced before - the loom¬ 
ing threat of the St Jude 
Storm. 

The Met Office did a 
good job this year of 
tracking the storm, but 
John Davies, the festival 
chair, felt that the dire 
warnings had definitely 
contributed to a low 
turnout on the Sunday. 

He told The GEM: 

“In fact, the weather on 
Sunday was not bad at 
all, but we felt that the 
warnings meant that 
people had already 
decided to stay away. 

“It meant that, over¬ 
all, footfall was down 
this year, and it is possi¬ 
ble that the event will 
make a small loss.” 

He said that Saturday 
had been “excellent” - 
with numbers exactly as 
expected - and with 
“lots of people having a 
great time”. 

He continued: 
“Despite the reduced 
footfall on the Sunday, 
the exhibitors were 
pleased with their week¬ 
end’s trading, and many 
told us that they would 
be back again next 
year.” 

He said that he was 
also pleased with the 
new activities organised 
this year, adding: “The 
expansion into Old Hall 
and the gardens behind 
worked very well, I 
thought, and people 
seemed to really be 
enjoying that. 

“The main marquee 
was popular, and I was 
happy to see the Bear 
Hotel being so active in 
putting on wine talks 
and entertainment.” 

Turning to the festival 


finances, he said: “We 
may make a small loss 
as a result of the Sunday, 
but another factor was 
that this year we had no 
financial support from 
the Welsh Government. 

“We have taken that 
up with them, and Vale 
AM Jane Hutt has been 
very supportive in argu¬ 
ing our case.” 

It is, of course, the 
Cowbridge Festival of 
Food and Drink, and the 
beer tents, pubs and 
champagne marquee 
were all popular - per¬ 
haps because festival- 
goers were keeping an 
eye on the weather and 
spending a little more 
time under cover! 

The event organiser, 
Polly Wilson, told The 
GEM: “I was really 
pleased with a number 
of things, and it was 
great when we had an 
anniversary presentation 
and the winner turned 
out to be a lady from 
Sutton Coldfield in the 
Midlands, who comes 
down every year for the 
festival!

A substantial amount 
of revenue was realised 
for Christian Aid 
Uganda, which the 
organisation will put to 
good use in providing 
education and medical 
facilities for thousands 
of Ugandan children. 

It is estimated that the 
revenue raised from five 
concerts by the choir in 
recent years exceeds 
£ 20 , 000 . 

That sum is a triumph 
for the charitable work 
the choir undertakes on a 
voluntary basis, and is 
something that 
Cowbridge town can be 
justifiably proud of. 

The choir’s next con¬ 
cert performance is on 
Friday, November 22 at 
Holy Cross Church, 
where they will open the 
annual Christmas Tree 
Festival.

THE October meet¬ 
ing of St Hilary WI 
took place in the 
village hall and the 
proceedings started 
with a talk entitled 
‘The Story of 
Island Farm’, 
given by Mike 
Chubb. 

Mike told members 
that Island Farm Camp 
was originally built as a 
hostel for workers 
employed at the muni¬ 
tions factory in 
Bridgend. 

The authorities had 
believed that the female 
workers would rather 
stay nearby than travel 
as much as 30 miles 
home each day, but the 
women preferred to trav¬ 
el rather than stay in the 
dreary barrack condi¬ 
tions of the hostel. 

The camp, therefore, 
remained empty until 
1943, when it was used 


to accommodate 
American troops who 
would be involved in the 
invasion of France. 

After this, the camp 
was converted into a 
PoW camp for a mixed 
bag of Italian and 
German troops, who 
soon turned their efforts 
to planning an escape. 

Because of poor secu¬ 
rity, 70 prisoners were 
able to dig a tunnel and 
make their getaway. All 
were recaptured; some 
were found within a few 
miles of the camp, but 
others travelled much 
further, to places like 
Birmingham and 
Southampton. 

The description of the 
escape held members 
enthralled and amazed at 
how many mistakes 
were made and how 
much luck was involved 
in the capture of the 
escapees. 

Mike finished his 
entertaining talk by say¬ 
ing that the camp was 
finally designated 
Special Camp Eleven 
and used to incarcerate 
180 very senior German 
officers, many of whom 
had been captured in 
France and were await¬ 
ing trial at Nuremberg. 
Quite a chequered histo¬ 
ry of Island Farm Camp, 
Bridgend. 

After Mike’s talk, 
refreshments were 
served and then the busi¬ 
ness part of the meeting 
was conducted by the 
president, Betty Thomas. 

The date for the 
Christmas dinner was 
agreed for Tuesday, 
December 17 and it was 
decided to hold an auc¬ 
tion at the November 
meeting, to help raise 
funds. Each member was 
asked to bring a plate of 
food for the supper. 

The next meeting will 
be held on Tuesday, 
November 12 at 7pm in 
St Hilary Village Hall.

‘Incredible’ Llantwit 
man helps charity 
to make Headway 



A MAN who has 
dedicated the past 
20 years of his life 
to helping people 
rebuild their lives 
after brain injury, 
has been nominated 
for a national 
award. 

Pete Mayle is one of 
only three people from 
across the UK to be 
named as a finalist for 
the Stephen McAleese 
Outstanding 
Contribution to 
Headway award. 

Named after a 
Cumbrian man who 
defied a brain injury to 
dedicate his life to help¬ 
ing others, the award is 
part of an annual awards 
programme run by brain 
injury charity Headway. 

In 1992, Pete’s son 
Jeff, who was just 17 at 
the time, sustained a 
severe brain injury when 
he fell off his skateboard 
and hit his head on the 
edge of the curb. 

With help, Jeff man¬ 
aged to get himself 
home and was able to 
tell Pete what had hap¬ 
pened. Knowing the 
potential risks of concus¬ 
sion, Pete, who lives in 
Llantwit Major, decided 
to take his son to A&E 
at the Princess of Wales 
Hospital in Bridgend, to 
get checked out. 

It was a decision that 
ultimately saved Jeff’s 
life. A scan at the hospi¬ 
tal revealed Jeff had 
fractured his skull. 

Worse was to follow as 
Jeff’s brain began to 
haemorrhage, forcing 
doctors to perform an 
emergency procedure to 
drain the blood. 

Jeff was immediately 
transferred by ambu¬ 
lance to Morriston 
Hospital in Swansea to 
be treated by specialist 
neurosurgeons, who per¬ 
formed a craniotomy to 
relieve the pressure on 
his brain and repair the 
damage. 

Pete and his wife, 
Wendy, feared they 
would lose their son. Jeff 
remained in a coma for 
six weeks, but thankful¬ 
ly, he gradually woke 
up. 

However, the injury to 
Jeff’s brain had left the 
promising teenage a dif¬ 
ferent person. 

After six months in 
hospital, Jeff returned 
home to be cared for by 
his parents. He needed 
intense support and had 
to relearn everything - 
all the basic life skills 
most of us take for 


granted, such as walk¬ 
ing, talking, washing, 
and feeding himself. 

Damage to the left- 
hand side of his brain 
had left him with right¬ 
sided weakness, affect¬ 
ing his mobility and 
speech. He also had to 
learn how to write with 
his left hand. 

The cognitive and 
emotional effects were 
also severe. Remarkably, 
Jeff resumed his A-level 
studies but found he had 
to start from scratch with 
basic arithmetic. Having 
to accept life would 
never be the same was 
another exceptionally 
tough challenge for Jeff 
to overcome. 

Today, Jeff is doing 
well. Now 38, he 
remains significantly 
affected by his brain 
injury but lives inde¬ 
pendently, has a full¬ 
time job and is studying 
for a Masters degree in 
computing. His progress 
can be argued to be as 
much down to the sup¬ 
port he’s received from 
his parents as to his own 
determination and 
courage. 

While Jeff was still in 
Rookwood Hospital, 

Pete and Wendy began 
attending Headway 
Cardiff, which at the 
time was a small, volun¬ 
tarily-run monthly sup¬ 
port group for families 
affected by brain injury. 

There, the couple 
were able to receive sup¬ 
port from others affect¬ 
ed, which gave them 
comfort and strength. 

Inspired by the work 
of the group, Pete and 
Wendy, along with the 
chairman and secretary 
of the group, began 
pushing to develop the 
charity in order to help 
more people in the 
region affected by brain 
injury. 

In 1995, Pete agreed 
to take on the role of 
treasurer of the charity, 
which at the time 
involved controlling the 
small costs associated 
with running a day cen¬ 
tre for one afternoon a 
week and a monthly 
meeting for about 20 
people. 

Today, almost 20 
years on, Headway 
Cardiff has developed 
into one of the largest 
Headway groups in the 
UK with more than 100 
people accessing rehabil¬ 
itation support at its cen¬ 
tre in Cardiff each week. 

Pete remains the 
treasurer, on a voluntary 
basis, but now, rather 
than looking after the 


small costs associated 
with buying tea and cof¬ 
fee once a month, he’s 
responsible for the 
finances of a charity 
with a turnover of more 
than £250,000 a year, a 
staff of 12, and the sig¬ 
nificant financial trans¬ 
actions associated with a 
busy day centre. 

“Quite simply, I don’t 
know what we’d do 
without Pete,” said Julie 
Smith, manager of 
Headway Cardiff. 
“Wendy and Pete were 
the driving force behind 
the development of the 
charity in the early 90s 
and it’s incredible to 


think he’s still here 
today. 

“He’s an incredible 
man and so very deserv¬ 
ing of public recogni¬ 
tion.” 

A humble Pete said: 

“I didn’t even know 
Julie had nominated me, 
so when I found out I 
was a finalist I was 
shocked. I thought, why 
me ? What have I done ? 

I love helping others and 
being involved with 
Headway Cardiff. Jeff is 
proof that there can be 
life after brain injury and 
I enjoy doing what I can 
to help.”

S INCE my last 
column, as you 
may know, the 
new Draft Deposit 
Local Development 
Plan (LDP) has 
been published. 

This is a draft policy 
document that will set 
the scene for develop¬ 
ment within the Vale of 
Glamorgan for the peri¬ 
od 2011-2026. 

We have produced 
this alternative LDP 
because it was clear that 
there were concerns 
about the previous coun¬ 
cil’s Draft Local 
Development Plan 
(LDP). We promised 
when elected that we 
would replace it and this 
is what we have done. 

There has been a fun¬ 
damental review and the 
new document has been 
produced. 

This plan is not only 
in relation to housing, 
but also employment 
facilities and services 
and has been assessed by 
the same independent 
organisation as the pre¬ 
vious plan and has been 
confirmed to be more 
sustainable than the pre¬ 
vious one, as well as 
having a better fit to the 
preferred development 
strategy, and is more 
equitable in terms of 
development across the 
Vale. 

The Draft Deposit 
LDP was agreed by the 
council on October 23, 
but prior to that there 


had been several infor¬ 
mal drop-in sessions for 
the public across the 
Vale, along with three 
council meetings to give 
anyone interested the 
opportunity to look at 
the plans and ask offi¬ 
cers and cabinet mem¬ 
bers questions. 

The Deposit Draft 
LDP, and supporting 
documents, are also 
available on the coun¬ 
cil’s website (www.vale- 
ofglamorgan. gov. ukAdp). 

My cabinet col¬ 
leagues, the Labour and 
Llantwit First groups 
were committed to 
ensuring that the 
replacement Deposit 
Draft Plan put right the 
shortcomings of the pre¬ 
vious version produced 
by the last administra¬ 
tion. 

It is of utmost signifi¬ 
cance that this Deposit 
Draft Plan comprehen¬ 
sively identifies and 
allocates land for the 
services and facilities 
that will be needed to 
support new develop¬ 
ment to 2026. 

There is considerably 
more detail and evidence 
on where new education¬ 
al facilities, new com¬ 
munity facilities, new 
health facilities, new 
transport proposals and 
new public open space 
allocations are required 
as a result of the housing 
and employment growth 
that is anticipated in the 
Vale up to 2026. 

One concern raised 


with us in relation to the 
previous Deposit Plan 
was that the statutory 
processes for consulta¬ 
tion were difficult to 
understand, and that 
there was not enough 
time or opportunity for 
those interested to con¬ 
sider the content of the 
plan before being asked 
to comment on it. 

That is why we had 
the informal drop-in ses¬ 
sions where officers and 
members of the council 
were available to answer 
any questions about the 
plan and processes 
involved, so that people 
are able to familiarise 
themselves with the pro¬ 
posed Draft Deposit Plan 
in advance of the statu¬ 
tory consultation, which 
begins on November 8, 
and will last six weeks - 
as laid down by legisla¬ 
tion. 

I know there have 
been calls from some 
people to make it longer 
but this is not possible. I 
would encourage anyone 
to make comments, but 
fundamentally we have 
kept to the strategy 
agreed in 2007. 

We want people to be 
able to participate fully 
in the LDP process and I 
would encourage every¬ 
one to do so if they 
wish. The process will 
be much simpler than 
last time and the web- 
based response will be 
easier to use. We will 
accept other comments 
too as well as having 


sessions where officers 
will revisit the same 
communities where the 
drop-in sessions were 
held. Apart from this, we 
have received an indica¬ 
tion of the Rate Support 
Grant we will receive 
from the Welsh 
Government. 

As far as the Vale of 
Glamorgan is concerned, 
we have been told that 
we will have a reduction 
in funding as a result of 
the Welsh Government 
passing on the massive 
cuts imposed on them by 
the Conservative/Liberal 
Democrat Westminster 
Government. 

We are currently look¬ 
ing at the implications of 
this cut to the Vale 
which will see us receive 
at least a cut of 4.5 per 
cent. 

The cut means that we 
will have to find addi¬ 
tional savings of some¬ 
where in the region of 
£10 million this year, 
which is more than we 


thought we would have 
to find. It is not yet pos¬ 
sible to know how this 
will be found. 

We may need to bring 
forward cuts in the 
budget we had proposed 
to make originally in 
2015/16 and 2016/17. It 
is, therefore, inevitable 
that we will have no 
alternative but to have a 
further increase in coun¬ 
cil tax in order to fund 
the council services, as a 
result of these savage 
cuts imposed upon us. 

I intend to bring for¬ 
ward initial revenue and 
capital reports to cabinet 
in November, but I will 
also keep you informed 
in the coming months. 

However, it will not 
be finalised until March 
2014. We will also be 
consulting with our 
scrutiny committees on 
the initial budget, so we 
will have a considerable 
amount of work to do 
until we reach a final 
decision. 


Pensioner (70) 
faces jail term 


A PAEDOPHILE pensioner is fac¬ 
ing a prison sentence at Cardiff 
Crown Court for sexually abusing 
a child more than 25 years ago, 
writes AJ SICLUNA. 

The victim who, since the attacks, 
has suffered ill-health, including chron¬ 
ic fatigue syndrome, wrote a 10-page 
letter to Michael Batten, saying he had 
made her life a “living hell”. 

Batten (70), a retired railway 
employee of Neath Road, Maesteg, was 
found guilty by a majority verdict of 
11-1 of three charges of indecent 
assault and guilty by a similar majority 
of committing an act of gross indecen¬ 
cy. 

The jury retired for three-and-a-quar- 
ter hours and sentence was adjourned 
until November 22. Batten, a married 
man, was released on bail to “put his 
affairs in order”. 

Judge Neil Bidder QC warned 
Batten: “I make it absolutely clear that 
you are facing a prison sentence. Let 
there be no doubt about that.” He 
ordered Batten to register as a sex 
offender. 

Prosecutor Claire Pickthall said the 
offences involved a girl under the age of 
10 and were committed in the Maesteg 
area. 

She said Batten groomed the child, 
gaining her confidence and trust, before 
committing the offences. 

“She was groomed for Batten’s own 
sexual gratification,” she said. He told 
her to tell no-one and that if people 
found out, the police would put her in 
jail. This made the child frightened and 
confused. 

Matters came to a head last year 
when the victim wrote an “angry and 
explosive” 10-page letter to Batten out¬ 
lining the effect his behaviour had had. 
It was delivered personally by courier. 

He wrote back to her that he wished 
her well in the future. The victim’s evi¬ 
dence was given via a video recording. 


She said Batten had told her to “try 
and enjoy it”.She said he would make 
noises and he would smile. She was 
shocked, she said, when he indecently 
exposed himself and he would try to 
make her complicit, saying “we have 
our secret”. 

In court, she continued her evidence 
behind a screen in order not to see 
Batten. She said she hated and detested 
him for ruining her childhood. 

Batten, she continued, had terrorised 
her and she had had 25 years of strain 
and pressure. He caused her permanent 
mental illness and her relationships 
were “in tatters”. The witness said she 
wrote the letter to confront him. 

She also told the court that she had 
many cognitive therapy sessions and 
had flashbacks that Batten was in her 
home. 

He was, she said, a “predatory pres¬ 
ence”. The jury heard that she had had 
150 hospital appointments by 2008, 
went to a healer and had spent £5,000 
on treatments. 

Detective Constable Melanie Deere, 
who arrested Batten, said he told her he 
was upset at the letter, didn’t recognise 
what she was talking about and was 
shocked. He said he was extremely 
upset and apologised for any harm she 
perceived he had done to her. 

Batten, who had no previous convic¬ 
tions told the jury the allegations were 
lies. Regarding the letter, he said “I 
could not believe what I was reading. I 
was absolutely astonished and my first 
reaction was to be horrified. There was 
nothing in that letter that I recognised.” 

He said he believed the victim was a 
very disturbed person. He replied to 
comply with her wish. He did not tell 
his wife about the letter so as not to 
worry her. 

The allegations, he repeated, were 
fabricated and had had a devastating 
effect on him. He denied ever spending 
any length of time alone with the girl. 

“I did nothing to her.” he said.

Railway book opens up 
a window on south 
Wales’ industrial past

TEAM in 
South Wales 
by Derek 
Huntriss, with pho¬ 
tographs by Alan 
Jarvis, runs to 
almost 100 pages 
and is full of details 
with every image. 

It details the type of 
locomotive, year built, 
where the train was 
operating and informa¬ 
tion about the lines and 
locations, so it all 
makes for a very inter¬ 
esting read. 

The story starts at 
Fishguard Harbour in 
1962 where we see 0-6- 
0 PT departing with a 
goods train for 
Clarbeston Road. 

The reader is then 
taken through Swansea 
to Sugar Loaf Summit 
with more southbound 
freight passing the 18 
lever frame signalbox, 
which was situated just 
north of the Sugar Loaf 
Tunnel. 

Next, another excel¬ 
lent colour image 
depicts the northbound 
ammonia tanks at 
Torpantau station, with 
two GWR tank engines 
resting in the station 
before moving off to 
their final destination at 
Billingham. 

Then it is on to 
Pontsticill with an 
empty tank train moving 
off to Dowlais, followed 
by another rare image 
showing Fleur-De-Lis 
station, where our pho¬ 
tographer had gone on 
his BSA motor bike to 
capture this train on a 
summer evening in June 
1962. 

Memories of steam- 
hauled trains in the val¬ 
leys and central Wales 
come flooding back 
throughout this book. 

Semaphore signals, 
miles of long lifted 
track, old stations and 
signal boxes are a joy to 
see again through the 
lens of colour photogra¬ 
pher Alan Jarvis. 

I also found the back¬ 
ground scenes on all the 
pages brought back 
memories of the 60s, 
the fashions, bridges 
long since demolished, 
cars and vans on quiet 
roads, views now oblit¬ 
erated by much bigger 
trees and forests. 

In 1960, we see St 
Fagans station, which 
may be re-introduced 
within a few years, not 
only to service the 
museum but as a good 


link for commuters into 
Cardiff. What a pity so 
many local links have 
been taken away. 

Many pages feature 
the large engine shed at 
Cardiff Canton. Opened 
in 1882, Canton was 
one of the largest depots 
in Wales, with 120 or 
more locos stabled 
there. 

Some superb line-ups 
of steam power show 
Kings, Castles and Halls 
waiting their next turn 
of duty. 

If only I had taken 
more interest in rail¬ 
ways 50 years ago, and 
had such a camera of 
the quality of our 
author, as well as an eye

C ONSIDERING how big a 
star of stage and TV screen 
James Corden has become, 
his venture into film hasn’t been as 
glorious.

His latest role, however, gives him his 
best chance yet of establishing himself on 
the big screen in One Chance. Corden plays 
Paul Potts, a shop assistant whose operatic 
singing voice seems more of a curse than a 
gift. 

However, with the support of his family 
and friends, he plucks up the courage to 
audition for Britain’s Got Talent, hoping for 
a big break; little does he know... 

Hollywood loves an underdog’s story; 
usually the provision of sports films, it can 
quite easily apply to individuals in any walk 
of life, and the story of Paul Potts is much 


like Susan Boyle (though, heaven forbid, we 
get Su-Bo:The Movie any time soon). 

Much like last week’s review, Captain 
Phillips, this is another true-life tale that, 
unless you’ve been hiding under a rock, you 
will be more than aware of how it all ends. 

However, unlike that film, One Chance is 
a film that is devoid of flair, style, personali¬ 
ty and substance; instead, it’s a humdrum 
tale of how a man with a talent auditioned 
for a reality TV show and managed to win it. 

The fault of this doesn’t he in the hands of 
James Corden, whose lead performance 
gives Paul Potts more charm and charisma 
than the real man. While he still plays a vari¬ 
ant of himself (an accusation that will con¬ 
tinually be levelled at the actor until he 
breaks free from the public perception of 
him), Corden’s turn elevates this film from 
‘true life story of the week’ to something 
only slightly more bearable. 

The other redeeming feature is Alexandra 
Roach as Potts’ girlfriend/wife; sharing a 
pleasing chemistry with Corden and, again, 
charming and likeable enough in her own 
right. The pair shine brightest amidst the 


drudgery, with the likes of Mackenzie 
Crook, Julie Walters and Colm Meaney 
slumming it in turns that rely more on their 
charm than the characters they portray. 

The worst element of the film is the fact 
that Potts’ story is far more than simply a 
mobile phone salesman turned opera singer, 
yet here it is handled so haphazardly that 
you never really engage in the material. 

Writer Justin Zackham lays on the subtext 
with a decorator’s brush, hammering home 
that Potts was constantly butting heads with 
his father over his desire to be an opera 
singer, but skims over what would be the 
more interesting elements of his story (his 
depression following illness is one element 
dealt with almost as an afterthought). 

Rather than getting inside the head of a 
man whose ambition seemed to be just out 
of reach, we get far-fetched ‘dramatic’ 
scenes of characters resolving issues that 
have been hammered home in case we’ve 
missed what Zackham is trying to highlight. 

David Frankel’s CV has the odd impres¬ 
sive note, such as The Devil Wears Prada, 
but here he seems on cruise control, the 


direction mundane and average and feeling 
limited in scope. Both the direction and 
script play more like a TV movie than a big- 
screen effort, the performances (aside from 
Corden and Roach) are of a similar ilk, and 
perhaps this is where Paul Potts’ story proba¬ 
bly should have been told. 

As it is, One Chance is a film that, unless 
you’re a die-hard fan of Paul Potts (and, at a 
push, a massive fan of James Corden), is 
best left alone. 

VERDICT - A weak and lifeless film, 

One Chance is for Paul Potts devotees only; 
charming turns from James Corden and 
Alexandra Roach aside, the film is a limp 
and often cringeworthy attempt at wringing 
drama from the life of a reality TV show 
contestant. It attempts to hit the notes of an 
underdog story but, ironically for a film 
about singing, is distinctly off-key; in 
Britain’s Got Talent terms, this film gets 
three Xs. Poor.

Ghostly origins of 
Hallowe’en festival 


O ctober is the 10 th 

month on the 
Gregorian calendar, 
and was the eighth on the 
Roman calendar. 

It comes from the Latin word ‘octo’ 
which means eight. The Welsh know 
it as Hydref, whereas the Anglo- 
Saxons called October Wintirfyllith, 
because of the full moon (fylleth), and 
winter begins after it. 

In Germany, they called it Wein- 
mond signifying the month of Wine. 

The most famous date in October 
falls on the 31st with the traditions of 
Hallowe’en, which is one of the three 
spirit days when the dead are believed 
to roam the earth’s plane. 

The other two are Christmas Eve 
and New Year’s Eve. 

Witching hour falls at midnight on 
this date when these cackling sorcer¬ 
esses are said to roam our skies. 

But the ancient festival of 
Hallowe’en (or its original title A11 
Hallows Eve) dates back to the 16th 
Century (1556), and was first recog¬ 
nised at the Celtic Festival of 
Samhain, a celebration of the end of 
the harvest. 

The burning of bonfires was 
thought to attract insects that would 
become magnets to the flames of the 
fire and foodstuff for bats, the tradi¬ 
tional eerie creature widely associated 
with the occasion. 

A11 Hallows Eve was a festival with 
a pagan background too, honouring 
the dead by the ringing of bells for the 
souls of unrest awaiting permission to 
enter heaven. 

This place of unrest is also known 
as purgatory. 

Bread and soul cakes were baked as 
offerings to the spirits on this day in 
the belief that the borders between the 
living and the dead would become 
one, and the deceased would cause 
chaos by casting spells of sickness and 
damaging crops upon communities on 
earth. 

To deter this spell of evil, people 
would dress up in costumes and masks 
so that they could not be recognised 
by this unearthly parade of ‘zombies’. 

This ritual was also known as guis- 
ing because the people were imitating 
supernatural scary mortals. 

Hallowe’en is the night before All 
Saints Day, (November 1) and is a 
time when people believed that the 
souls of the dead would wander the 
earth to gain vengeance on their ene¬ 
mies before taking their place of rest 
beyond our earthly realm. 

The burning of candles was also 
thought to help these spirits to retire to 
their rightful place of rest. 

Some historians claim that the ori¬ 
gins of Hallowe’en come from the 
Roman feast of Pomona, the goddess 
of fruits and seeds. 

This festival related to the harvest, 
which allegedly enticed fairies to fly 
through the air to signify peace. 


Another symbol associated with 
Hallowe’en comprised of Jack 
o’Lanterns, which were carved out of 
turnips or swedes with burning candles 
inside. 

These were devotedly used in the 
belief that a blazing candle would 
ward off all evil. This folklore derives 
from a farmer of ancient times who 
deviously trapped the devil by tricking 
him into climbing a tree. 

By placing wooden crosses around 
its base, the evil one would be unable 
to return to the ground, and therefore 
could not implore his evil upon the 
living. 

Other interpretations of Hallowe’en 
include the depictions of death, evil, 
occult, mythical monsters and witches, 
who are said to patrol the earth on 
travelling contraptions resembling 
broomsticks on this abhorrent night. 

During the early 1900s, the erro¬ 
neous belief of writing fortunes using 
milk onto white paper was popular. 

The dried paper was then folded 
and placed into a walnut or hazelnut 
shell, and cooked on an open fire. 

The browned writing as it cooked in 
the flames would then predict the 
maiden’s future husband. 

Nos Galan Gaeaf (winter’s eve in 
Welsh) was considered to depict the 
first day of winter. 

Traditionally, Welsh families would 
place heavenly food on windowsills as 
offerings to their ancestors, whilst 
praying for their protection from the 
evils of Hallowe’en. 

Ghostly tales also seem to emulate 
on All Hallows Eve. The manifesta¬ 
tions of drowned sailors ride the 
waves of the seas around Glamorgan 
as if on horseback. 

They are usually in visitation until 
the phantom bells ring out loudly from 
beneath the waters at midnight on this 
terrifying night. 

Graveyards are also the target of 
ghostly beings, where piercing cries 
emerge from the depths of the earth 
below in the trickery of luring the liv¬ 
ing to walk around the church twelve 
times at midnight. 

The names of villagers who are des¬ 
tined to die within the year ahead are 
eerily chanted from beyond the grave 
at the last chime forecasting midnight. 

Illusory fires bum upon the hillsides 
around the villages of Wales, with 
spectral folk dancing around them 
while singing eerie songs in an 
unrecognisable language. 

But what could these performances 
be for, and why would they want to 
bellow out chants in a dialect beyond 
our understanding? Myth or legend? 

It’s up to you to decide...

Creative Rural Communities 
and the tourism department 
of the Vale Council are invit¬ 
ing local businesses to apply 
to become a tourist informa¬ 
tion ‘Hub’.

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Students stage first exhibition at Penarth Pier 


IN the run-up to the full opening of the 
Penarth Pier Pavilion in December this 
year, students at St Cyres School helped 
to organise a very successful art exhibi¬ 
tion at the pier this month. 

The exhibition was a collaborative project intro¬ 
duced by education manager Abi Trotman, enabling 
sixth form pupils to act in a professional capacity to 
curate their own exhibition.

Trotman, mentioned in his speech, ‘Contrast’ is the 
very first art and design exhibition to be held in the 
refurbished building. 

The pavilion staff are keen to work with pupils 
from a variety of schools and with varying levels of 
ability. With this in mind, the St Cyres School pupils 
enjoyed collaborating with Ysgol-Y-Deri pupils. 

Work was exhibited by three groups of students. 
The current year-12 selected their best piece of 
GCSE work, Year 13 provided their AS Level final 
pieces and there was a series of work from students 
who have recently moved onto higher education. 

It was wonderful to see them return on the open 
evening and talk about their work with the younger 
artists. The students planned the exhibition, holding 
meetings, selecting and hanging work and providing 
refreshments and raffle prizes on the evening. 

Jason Cook, year-13, designed the poster and pro¬ 
gramme composing everyone’s ideas into one 
design. “The difficulty was that everyone had a 
totally different starting point for their project so 
‘Contrast’ represents the varied points of view, 
styles and use of media,” said Jason. 

He also invited a local artist whose work he is 
currently studying, Sheridan Ward, who has pro¬ 
duced paintings of the pier and will be at the pavil¬ 
ion in February 2014. 

Public reaction to the work has been fantastic; the 
comment book provided excellent feedback which 



will boost students’ confidence for their next proj¬ 
ect. One student mentioned how they will consider 
scale much more in future, having seen the possibil¬ 
ities provided in an exhibition space, while another 
is inspired to become more adventurous in the use of 
media. 

All students have reacted positively to exhibiting 
their work and gained in many different ways from 
the experience.
